1. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The title has been changed as follows: "Display device with a light refleictive 
polarizer and electronic apparatus employing the same". 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment/Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see amendments, fjled 03/02/2004, with respect to claims 
22 and 32 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 12/08/2003 
has been withdrawn. ^ . 

3. The claim objections to claims 24 and 25 are hereby withdrawn in light of the 
applicant's remarks. / . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 22-33 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a display device and an electronic 
apparatus comprising a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A Jight reflective device and a reflective polarizer that transmits, 
absorbs and reflects a light component in such a way that it also diffuses and 
outputs (or emits) a light ray. 

Here the Examiner has interpreted the term 'outputs a light ray' in view of . 
the specification. On page 13, lines 8-13 and page 14, lines 10-13, the applicant . 
. discloses a light diffusing means that may emit a light ray that utilizes a 
fluorescent plate or a hologram as a light diffusing means that also emits a color 
light ray. 
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None of the cited prior art including Winston et al. (U.S. Patent No. 

6,044,196) and Weber et al. (U.S.Patent No. 6,025,897) disclose a light reflective 

polarizer that simultaneously diffuses and emits a light ray.
